Key Events and Findings 


In the RGV Sector, DPS-CID Agents seized 3,356 Ibs of marijuana in wooden crates, commingled with 
automobile engines from a warehouse in Pharr, TX. There have been two previous seizures reported to the 
BOSA involving narcotics comingled with auto parts. (p. 65) 


In the RGV Sector, CBP Officers from the Brownsville-Gateway Bridge seized 28.97 lbs of cocaine 
concealed under the rear seat from a 2004 Ford Explorer. (p. 57) 


In the RGV Sector, Hidalgo Co Precinct 4 Constables, in Pharr, TX, on a multi-agency operation, seized 6 
lbs of heroin concealed in a backpack from a vehicle during a traffic stop. (p. 63) 


In the Coastal Bend Sector, DPS-THP seized $164,980 USD concealed in a false compartment, located in 
the roof of — the travel trailer, pulled by a 2001 Ford Excursion on 
US-77. (p. 72) 


THP Borger seized 8.8 lbs of cocaine and 0.44 lbs of crystal methamphetamine concealed in a false 
compartment built into the floor of a 2001 Chrysler PT Cruiser traveling on IH-40, from Tulare, CA, to 
Wilson, NC. (p. 78) 


On 07 OCT 2012, SEMAR confirmed the death of #1 Los Zetas leader HERIBERTO LAZCANO LAZCANO 
and one of his bodyguards, killed during a confrontation between gunmen and Mexican Marines near 
Progreso. (p. 84) 


Three police officers, including the Deputy Chief of Operations were arrested for involvement in murder of 
Jose Eduardo Moreira Rodriguez. (p. 89)

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TXMAP 


TXMAP is a web-based Geographic Information System that allows dynamic data elements 
to be visually displayed, queried and reported. The visual display of the data allows analysts 
and planners to view resources and potential threats geospatially, providing a Common 
Operating Picture and strategic planning tool for law enforcement. One of the better 
known datasets in TXMAP is the border-related incidents and seizures layer, which is 
updated on a daily basis by Texas State Guard service members in the JOICs.

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The below series of photos was taken in late summer, during one of the h rte ile of the day in a remote area 40 miles from the 
Texas/Mexico border where several immigrant exposure deaths ai uall j. A’ oung female is unable to continue the long 
walk and left to fend for herself with only a jug of water and minimal s pplies — abandc ned by the group. Drawbridge monitors 
contacted U.S. Border Patrol in the area and Agents initiated a Search and Rescue. The young woman was later located by 


USBP, and turned out to be 14 years old.

Since January 2012, the Drawbridge system has been successful in detecting more than 
10,100 criminal exploitations of the Texas/Mexico border, and has directly resulted in 
the apprehension of more than 4,300 individuals and the seizure of more than 10 tons 
of narcotics. 
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
